OF HISTORY 


AMERICA'S FIRST LAWYER. 


By A. W. MACY. 


About 1641 Thomas Lschford 


came over from England and set 
up for the practice of law In 
Boston. 
He made a failure of 


it, partly for want of clients, but 
mainly because the governor 
and magistrates violently op- 
posed him. They had no use 
for 
lawyers, believing them- 


selves perfectly competent to 
handly all , controversies that 
might arise in the colony. The 
Puritan fathers in England held 
lawyers 
in abhorrence. John 


Rogere, 
the 
famous 
Puritan 


preacher of London, spoke of 
"the 
incredible wickedness of 


that profession, and their guiltl- 
n«»s of all ma/iner of sins which 
tha nation lies under." This be- 
ing the opinion of the Puritan 
leaders In England, no wonder 
the brethren In Boston deter- 
mined to exclude them. Up to 
the time of the Revolutionary 
war 
lawyers were generally 


looked upon in this country as 
unsuited to good society. Though 
he failed in the legal profession, 
Lechford wrote a gocd 
book, 


v/hich he oiled "Plain Dealing; 
Or, News from New England." 


The Taxing Power. 


^ By a tremendous majority the Dem- 
ocratic house of representatives passed 
a bill imposing such a tax on phos- 
pliorus matches as to drive the manu- 
facturers of such matches out of busi- 
ness. And what is more, it was open- 
ly stated that,,the purpose of the legis- 
lation was "to effect that result.
